On these occasions we carefully observed and inquired into the 
state and condition of each institution to ascertain that the wards 
were clean and well ventilated, that every provision was made for 
the treatment, comfort, and welfare of the patients, and that the 
several buildings were kept in good repair and in a sanitary con- 
dition. We made inquiries respecting the current expenses (if each 
hospital and the system of purchasing, storing, cooking, and issuing 
supplies ; we looked into the nursing arrangements, and into the 
means available in each hospital for the extinction of an outbreak 
of fire, and for the escape of the inmates in the event of such, an 
occurrence, and in fact, into allsucli matters as might assist us in 
supervising these hospitals, and in reporting thereon in accordance 
with the provisions of the 18th section of the Act of 1!) & 20 Viet 
cap. 110. 


In the Appendix are tables giving the following particulars for 
each hospital during the year Table No. I is a Classified Return 
of the Diseases of Patients. No. 2 shows the number of Patients 
treated; the mortality; the average daily number in hospital, and 
the present extent of accommodation for each class of patients. No. 
3 shows the several sources of income. No. (1- the several' chief 
heads of expenditure. No. D the average cost per bed for main- 
tenance and for establishment and for both combined, but exclusive 
of buildings and furniture. No. 0 gives the prices of articles sup- 
plied per contract. No. 7 gives the attendances of each member of 
the Board of Governors at the several meetings. 

A study of these tables, taken in conjunction with what we our- 
selves have observed, enables us to report that the hospitals under 
the superintendence of this Board fulfil in an economical and thorough 
way the objects for which they were instituted. a 


During the year no change has taken place in the personnel of the 
Board, but Sir John Barry, not being in vigorous health, bavin" 
expressed a wish to be relieved of the duties of Chairman Sir L H

As regards matters general to the hospitals under our superin- 
tendence, we beg to repeat what we have said in previous reports 
of the zeal and efficiency displayed m their management.
